Town pool project 
receives bids, board 
discusses opening

BELCHERTOWN —- The 
selectboard discussed the reopen- 
ing plan for the Chestnut Hill 
Pool, tabling the approval for its 
next meeting, when there will be 
more information on the repairs 
to the pool deck. 

Belchertown Recreation 
Department Director Kyle 
Thibeault provided an update on 
the pool deck repair. 

When the project was put out 
to bid the first time, but no bids 
were submitted. When it was 
rebid, two bids were received. 

A representative from Tighe 
and Bond, which did the bid pro- 
cess, was going through the bids. 

“We have a low bidder, which 
is Edward Paige Corp. they 
are out of Westwood,” he said. 
“They came in over what Tighe 
and Bond originally estimated 
the cost would be. The low bid is 
$56,900.” 

The award letter was scheduled 
to be sent out at some point this 


week. 

“We’re trying work diligently, 
get everything done and have a 
timetable,’ Thibeault said. “To 
have that information on here’s 
when they’ll be in there, here’s 
when the recommend to reopen 
sO we can get that information 
out to the selectboard and the 
community as soon as possible.” 

Town Administrator Gary 
Brougham said once the town 
gets an idea on the contractor’s 
availability, they can determine 
when the pool will open. 

“Tf it’s immediate, we’ll delay 
the opening,” he said. “Or if it’s 
going to be eight, 10 or 12 weeks, 
we can open the pool and sched- 
ule a shut down time...when it’s 
least disruptive. Folks are anxious 
to have the pool reopen.” 

Aquatics Director MaryJean 
Furnia presented the changes to 
the reopening plan for the pool 
to the board as well. The Board 
of Health approved the reopening 
plan.

“Right now...he couldn’t wear 
a uniform or anything else (after 
he retires), Leonard said. 

Appointing him to the position 
of fire services assistant adminis- 
trator will keep him ‘at the desk’ 
according to Leonard. 

Leonard told the board they 
needed a date for the term to end. 

Since June 1, Carpenter, who 
was previously deputy chief, has 
been working as acting chief of 
the department, however he noti- 
fied the board in early August 
that he would be retiring in 
September. 

Selectboard Chair Glenn 
Sexton suggested Nov. 14, which 
would give the board a couple of 
months to get a replacement. 

“If we need to extend it or 
retract it for a sooner date, we can 
do that as well,” he said. ‘““Time- 
wise the town needs to have a 
term limit.” 

The board unanimously 
approved the motion. 

Sexton then informed the board 
that five resumes were submitted 
for the position.

What Is a Stormwater Utility? 

Belchertown is constantly striving to reduce 
the amount of polluted stormwater runoff 

that discharges to waterways. Since 2003, 
Belchertown has monitored stormwater 
systems under the legislation of Clean Water 
Act. A municipal separate storm sewer system 
(MS4) permit issued under the Clean Water 
Act is currently in place with the aims of 
regulating stormwater discharges to improve 
water quality. The MS4 updated in 2016, and 
went into effect on July 1, 2018. This has 
required the Town to increase its investment in 
stormwater infrastructure without any funding 
by the federal government. 


While Belchertown ts required to incur these 
increased costs, it does have choices about 
how to fund the work. 


The Town currently plans to accrue money 
though a stormwater utility fee, which is 
based on user fees for the amount of hardened 
or impervious surfaces—such as parking 
lots, driveways and buildings—that causes 
stormwater runoff on each parcel. 


Like water and sewer fees, a stormwater 
utility allocates costs based on the 
amount of use, in this case, the amount of 
stormwater being generated. 


Reasons to Increase User Fees Rather 
Than Continuing to Rely on Other Taxes for 
Funding 


Equity: Stormwater utility fees will be based 
on the amount of impervious cover on 

each property, basing the cost of the fee on 
individual demand placed on the drainage 
system. 

Transparency: Fees added to the stormwater 
enterprise fund would be used only for 
stormwater, they would be consolidated into 
one account, and would automatically roll over 
for future use if there was a surplus. 
Consistency: Fee-based revenues provide 
consistent funding for long-term investments 
and annual maintenance needs, thus reducing 
long-term costs. 

Incentives: A stormwater utility encourages 
property owners to reduce impervious cover. 
Over time, this reduces pollution, flooding, 
and the Town’s costs. Credit will also be 
available for properties that meet stormwater 
management requirements. 


What is Polluted Stormwater Runoff? 
Developed areas like Belchertown include 
many parking lots, buildings, roadways and 
other hardened “impervious surfaces.” When it 
rains, water runs off impervious surfaces and 
picks up pet waste, oil, sand, fertilizers, and 
other pollutants. It then flows into gutters and 
storm drains, which discharge it directly into 
the nearest waterway. 

Polluted stormwater runoff is the single largest 
source of pollution to Belchertowns’s ponds 
and waterways. On a larger scale, 76 rivers, 
streams, lakes and ponds in the Pioneer 
Valley have been “impaired” in some way 
by stormwater runoff.

stormwater Runoff is a Major factor in flooding. 


Impervious surfaces are also a major factor in 
flooding problems. Everyone who owns or uses 
any impervious surfaces contributes to the 
creation of stormwater runoff. Given everyone 
depends on Belchertown’s stormwater system 
it is critical the impacts be minimized. 


What is Stormwater Infrastructure? 
Belchertown’s stormwater infrastructure 
collects runoff from all over town through a 
network of 136 outtfalls, 1,259 catch basins, 
366 manholes, about 30.5 miles of drain pipe, 
and 800 feet of culverts, all of which have an 
estimated replacement value of approximately 
$25 million. The system discharges directly 
into local waterways, which are themselves 

a Critical part of Belchertown’s stormwater 
system. 


How is Belchertown’s Infrastructure 
Maintained? 

Belchertown must actively maintain its 
stormwater system through tasks such as 
street sweeping and catch basin cleaning, 
drainage structure repair and replacement, and 
general stormwater maintenance. 


Belchertown’s Current Stormwater Budget 
For FY’'19, Belchertown’s stormwater budget 
amounted to $120,000.

What Properties Are Covered? 

The fee applies to all parcels that have 
impervious cover except for public roadways. 
This includes residential and commercial 
properties as well as nonprofit and tax exempt 
properties. It also applies to parcels owned by 
the state government and town. 


Has This Been Done in Other Places? 
Stormwater utilities are common across the 
country, with more than 1,400 in operation. 
They are less common in MA but about 
twenty communities have implemented or 
authorized a utility already including: Ashland, 
Canton, Chelmsford, Chicopee, Dracut, Fall 
River, Gloucester, Millis, Milton, Reading, 
Newton, Northampton, Westfield, Westford and 
Yarmouth. 


How is the Fee Calculated? 

The basic “flat rate” for a stormwater fee is 
calculated by dividing the amount to be raised, 
by the total area of impervious cover (IA) in the 
town excluding public roadways. Billing units 
are assessed at a rate of 1 BU per 1,000 sf. of 
impervious area, with normal rounding rules, 
Average revenue required to run the program, 
pay for credits, and cover billing and collections 
to be billed for the first three years. Years 4 and 
5 may have a small increase due to the permit 
requirements for capital improvements

Security Task Force, and the nonprofit work 
that CISA has been doing in the community 
for the past 25 years.

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result of the pandemic. 

Over 250 farms as well as many dedicat- 
ed members of the community participate 
in CISA’s programs. Their most popular 
programs connect farmers and the commu- 
nity, improving farm business viability, and 
enhancing the quality of life for residents 
across the region. In his role as executive 
director, Phil Korman leads the organiza- 
tion in its mission to strengthen farms and 
engage the community to build the local 
food economy with over 25 years’ experi- 
ence in management and raising resources 
at nonprofits.

Celebrating the 
birthday of a legend, 
Johnny Appleseed 


have numerous old files from my days at Old 
[sorosas Village. Occasionally [ll take a peek 

at some of the things I’ve saved. This time I was 
looking for a few tidbits on heir- 
loom apple varieties, perhaps 
something that would work its 
way into a good column. It is 
the peak of apple season, you 
know. Instead I found a love 
story, and while this character 
isn’t known for romance, per se, 
it sure makes for a good starting 
paragraph. 

We all have heard of Johnny 
Appleseed. I’m not sure if we 
learned about him in school or 
if he is one of those legends that mysteriously becomes 
etched in our brains. In my mind’s eye he is a raga- 
muffin of sorts, skipping to and fro across the country 
scattering apple seeds. I imagine how, in no time at 
all, the apple trees grew to be in full bloom along the 
cart paths, welcoming settlers as they made their way 
west. End of story. But who was Johnny Appleseed, 
and what sent him on a lifelong mission to blanket the 
Midwest in apple blossoms? 

The man we call Johnny Appleseed was born here in 
Massachusetts in the town of Leominster on Sept. 26, 
1774. He is the only person awarded ‘folk hero’ status 
here in our state. His given name was John Chapman. 
It is likely that John and his older sister, Elizabeth, 
grew up in the care of relatives after his mother’s death 
from tuberculosis in 1776. His father was a Minuteman 
who fought at Concord and later a Revolutionary sol- 
dier in the Continental Army. Some accounts have John 
heading West as early as the age of 18, other stories 
claim him to be about 26 years old. 

Johnny was a practical nurseryman, more skilled and 
calculated than my interpretation of him. He was also 
a good businessman and had a strong Christian faith. 
Together, these attributes wove John Chapman into a 
folk hero we know and love. With apple seeds from 
the cider mills in Pennsylvania in hand, Johnny cleared 
the woods to set up apple tree nurseries throughout the 
Midwest. A smart move, considering the law made new 
settlers plant 50 apple trees on their property during the 
first year of homesteading. He took payment for the 
trees he sold in whatever form was available (or not), 
whether it be in currency, old clothes or even food. 

Johnny lived in harmony with nature without ever 
having a permanent place to call home. In his travels 
he befriended Native Americans, white settlers and 
animals, all the while preaching and living his reli- 
gion peacefully. Reportedly, he knew many Native 
American languages well enough to converse, and had 
compassion for both his own and Native American cul- 
tures. Some stories make him out to be an herbal heal- 
er, as well as a greeter of new settlers with a variety of 
medicinal plants in hand. Fennel even became known 
as ‘Johnny weed.’ It becomes more apparent with each 
additional piece if research I find that Johnny’s life- 
work was to be of service to others; at the same time he 
planted apple trees. Johnny Appleseed died at age 70 in 
Fort Wayne, Indiana. A monument marks his gravesite. 

So what about the love story? From all accounts 
Johnny Appleseed traveled alone. A yellowed newspa- 
per article stashed away in my file may give hope that 
Johnny’s journey didn’t start out that way. The story 
goes that John Chapman was to be married to Sarah 
Crawford. Instead, the day set aside for their wedding 
became the day of her funeral. She was buried in her 
wedding gown. A bouquet of apple blossoms was to 
have been her bouquet. Johnny, overcome with grief, 
decided to go forth and make a monument for his 
beloved; he would blanket the land in her favorite flow- 
er. Fact or fiction, I can’t be sure. Perhaps it is another 
writer’s attempt to put a fairy tale beginning on a leg- 
endary life. The romantic in me hopes it to be true!

Can I help my friend with his Social Security?

Dear Rusty: I am trying to help a good 
friend of mine who lives in Indiana and 
is 80-years-old. I am very concerned as 
he’s not now collecting Social Security 
for some reason, and I have no idea why. 
Is there any reason that you know of that 
would keep him from getting his benefits? 
Is there maybe something he might have 
done to keep him from getting his money? 
He worked his whole life, is a retired elec- 
trician and was a long-time member of 
the Electricians’ Union. I’m not sure if he 
knows how to apply for his benefits, but 
he’s having a hard time making ends meet 
and could definitely use the extra money. 
He told me that an organization has offered 
to help him, but it will cost $7,500 and 
there is no guarantee they can get it for 
him. He can’t afford to pay that kind of 
money only to be told there is nothing they 
can do for him. I’m hoping you can give 
me some insight. Signed: Faithful Friend 


Dear Faithful Friend: If your friend 
has, as you say, worked and contributed to 
Social Security via FICA payroll taxes all 
his life, then he should be eligible to collect 


Social Security benefits. It only takes 40 
quarters of credit (about 10 years of earn- 
ings) to be eligible for SS, so he should 
certainly be eligible if he paid SS FICA 
taxes for enough years. 

Are there reasons why he might not be 
collecting? Sure, but they’re not common, 
and here are a few: 

e Indiana is one of 26 states where some 
state employees don’t participate in the 
federal Social Security program. If your 
friend was a state employee for his whole 
life he may not have contributed to Social 
Security, so he may not have the requisite 
40 credits needed to collect Social Security. 

¢ Social Security benefits are generally 
exempt from garnishing, except for certain 
types of situations. Any U.S. government 
agency (such as the IRS if he owes back 
taxes) can garnish his benefits if he owes 
them money. His benefits can also be gar- 
nished for unpaid alimony or child support. 
But usually such garnishment means only 
reducing his Social Security benefit, not 
completely eliminating it. 

e If he were collecting Social Security 
at one time, but Social Security later 
found that he had been overpaid for any

reason, they could withhold his ben- 
efits until they recovered the over- 
payment. Sometimes, the actions of 
someone else (e.g., a former spouse) 
can cause him to be liable for an over- 
payment, but Social Security would 
have sent him a letter informing him 
of the overpayment and giving him an 
opportunity to appeal it. In any case, 
Social Security would only withhold 
benefits until the overpayment was 
fully recovered. 

e Social Security benefits are not 
automatically awarded. If your friend 
simply neglected to apply for benefits 
when he was eligible, Social Security 
wouldn’t sign him up automatically, 
regardless of his age. He will simply 
not get benefits unless he applies for 
them. 

Your friend shouldn’t pay anyone

The answer is sim- 
ply a phone call away by contacting 
the Social Security Administration, 
either at the national number, 
1.800.772.1213, or by contacting 
his local Social Security office (the 
local contact information is at www. 
ssa.gov/locator). Generally, this type 
of transaction can be accomplished 
over the phone. He should call Social 
Security and tell them he wishes to 
apply for “Social Security Retirement 
Benefits.’ Once they have his Social 
Security number they can tell immedi- 
ately if he is eligible for benefits and, 
if he is, he should ask for six months 
retroactive benefits (SS will pay up to 
6 months retroactively). 

If your friend cannot, for any rea- 
son, contact Social Security himself 
to discuss his situation, he can appoint 
someone, such as you, to represent 
him in these matters.

GRANBY — Granby has received a $34,272 “Action 
Grant” to implement climate change resilience proj- 
ects through the Municipal Vulnerability Preparedness 
Program, according to the state on Sept. 14. 

The grant is for resilient regulatory work and refo- 
cusing on climate resilience pathway in the town master 
plan.

There would be three weeks 
between each new group. The first 
tier on the front of the plan it’ll 
be lap swim for members, swim 
teams, the Stingray swim team, 
along with private swim lessons. 
The second group would start with 
the lap swim including non-mem- 
bers along with the morning aqua- 
nastic program, group swim les- 
sons and a swim clinic. The last 


group would be the family swim 
and private swim parties. 

The capacity would be set at 33 
bathers including the facility staff, 
which would be one to two staff 
members, according to Furnia. 
Locker room capacity would be 
16 bathers, based on the smaller 
capacity of closing off part of the 
changing rooms. 

Information taken from the daily 
fee patrons would be their full 
name, phone numbers, addresses 


and email addresses. 

“That way, if there was an out- 
break, there would be a way to find 
out which town patrons come from, 
we'd be contacting them to let them 
know if there was anything that 
happened,” she said. 

There were also additional termi- 
nology added to the reopening plan 
if there was a COVID-19 outbreak, 
including a roster shared with local 
officials and the board of health. 

There will be six-foot floor 


markers placed throughout the pool 
entrance area and deck as well as 
one-way walking arrows around 
the pool. 

Sanitization would be after each 
program rather than a designated 
time. 

“It was suggested that the fre- 
quency of the water chemical test- 
ing be increased to six times per 
day versus four, which is our nor- 
mal testing frequency,’ Furnia said. 
“The chlorine levels, Ph and alka- 


linity throughout the day (would be 
tested six times per day). We would 
also raise the number of times we 
shock the pool during the month to 
biweekly to make sure the water is 
maintained and stays as clean as it 
can.” 

She said the addition of the pool 
closing after the water chemis- 
try falls below safety standards is 
already a customary practice for the 
department.

Nearly all of the schools in 
Western Massachusetts, spe- 
cifically in and around the 
Pioneer Valley will be full par- 
ticipants in the Fall 1 season, 
which will feature all of the 
fall sports with the exception 
of football, cheerleading, and 
unified basketball. 

There are some schools that 
have opted to defer moderate 
risk sports like girls volleyball 
and soccer to the Fall 2 season 
in late February.

UMass joins ALL IN Campus Democracy Challenge 


National initiative seeks 100 percent 
voter participation by college students 
in 2020 elections 


BOSTON - UMass President Marty Meehan announced 
today he has joined more than 193 college and university 
presidents and chancellors committing to 100 percent stu- 
dent voter registration, engagement and turnout through the 
ALL IN Campus Democracy Challenge. 

“Voting is one of the most important and fundamental 
duties we have as members of a democratic society — vot- 
ing 1s about being heard and helping to set a course for the 
future, and I am proud to join with higher education lead- 
ers from across the nation in urging every student to make 
their voices heard in the coming elections,” Meehan said. 

The ALL IN Campus Democracy Challenge is a non- 
partisan, national initiative recognizing and supporting 
campuses as they work to increase student engagement in 
the election process. The Challenge encourages higher edu- 
cation institutions to help students form the habits of active 
and informed citizenship and make democratic participa- 
tion a core value. 

More than 680 campuses have now joined ALL IN since 


its launch in summer 2016. The higher education leaders 
pledging to increase civic engagement on their campuses 
represent 49 states and the District of Columbia, historical- 
ly black colleges and universities, community colleges and 
other two-and four-year institutions, with a reach of more 
than 7.5 million students.

The ALL IN Challenge is supporting the Boston Votes 
initiative endorsed by Boston Mayor Marty Walsh as part 


of the Civic Cities initiative. Fall 2020 plans include a set 
of virtual voter registration and turnout parties focused 
around National Voter Registration Day on Sept. 22 and 
Vote Early Day on Oct. 24.
